It  will  be  perceived  from  the  preceding  statement  that  the  expen- 
ditures of  the  town  for  the  past  year  liave  exceeded  most  of  the 
special  appropriations  and  receipts.  That  for  the  support  of  the 
poor  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  number  admitted  into  the  Alms 
House  is  very  considerably  larger  than  the  number  admitted  and 
relieved  therein  for  any  previous  year,  added  to  which,  a  much 
larger  than  iho  usual  number  from  misfortune  and  insanity,  have 
required  medical  and  surgical  aid  at  a  great  expense  in  comparison 
to  the  amount  which  has  heretofore  been  annually  paid  by  the 
town.  The  number  of  deaths  in  proportion  to  the  whole  number 
have  not  exceeded  the  usual  annual  average.  The  whole  number 
admitted,  and  the  average  number  in  the  House  is  one  third  larger 
than  those  for  the  year  1842,  and  the  expense  for  their  relief  and 
support  has  been  twenty-iive  per  cent,  more  than  the  sum  expend- 
ed for  that  year,  so  that  all  things  considered  comparatively,  the 
expense  for  their  support  is  less  than  for  any  previous  year.  It 
will  be  seen  by  the  Alms  House  statement  that  there  is  in  value 
about  five  hundred  dollars  more  produce,  etc.,  on  hand  than  there 
was  at  the  last  audit.  Religious  services  were  performed  at  the 
House  every  Sabbath,  with  the  exception  of  four  inclement  Sab- 
baths from  April  1st  to  October  1st,  and  occasionally  since  by  the 
several  clergymen  in  the  town,  who  have  kindly  officiated  alter- 
nately. 

The  contingent  expenses  of  the  town  have  much  exceeded  our 
expectations,  at  the  time  our  last  estimate  was  made.  The  excess 
has  been  caused  by  the  purchase  of  a  new  set  of  Hay  Scales  on 
Jamaica  Plains,  the  fitting  up  of  a  room  in  the  Town  House 
for  the  use  of  the   School  Committee,    Engineers  of  the  Fire  De- 
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partment,  and  as  a  Committee  Room  ;  in  addition  to  which  we 
have  paid  the  expense  of  a  claim  made  against  the  town  by  Mr. 
W.  H.  Leeds,  of  Boston,  for  damages  sustained  by  the  upsetting 
of  his  sleigh  on  Jamaica  Plain,  by  which  his  ancle  was  broken 
on  the  Sabbath,  February  5,  1843,  occasioned  by  a  snow  drift 
made  during  the  preceding  night.  This  case  by  mutual  agreement 
was  left  to  the  arbitration  of  Messrs.  Sam' I  P.  Loud,  Wm.  Clapp, 
and  Wm.  Keith,  who  awarded  two  hundred  dollars  damages,  the 
town  to  pay  other  expenses  of  the  case  to.  the  amount  of  thirty- 
four  dollars.  There  has  been  expended  five  hundred  dollars  for 
the  survey  and  map  of  the  town,  and  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  dollars  six  cents,  for  the  reception  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  in  June  last,  both  by  vote  of  the  town,  for  which  no 
special  appropriation  was  made. 

The  excess  of  expenditures  by  the  Fire  Department  will  proba- 
bly be  explained  by  the  Chief  Engineer  in  his  annual  report,  the 
members  of  which  as  their  services  have  been  required,  have  been 
found  prompt  in  danger,  their  labors  from  the  great  number  of 
fires  and  alarms  unusually  arduous;  and  their  exertions  indefatica- 
ble  to  render  timely  aid  to  save  the  property  of  our  own  citizens, 
and  those  of  the  metropolis  and  adjacent  towns. 

Our  schools  continue  to  sustain  the  high  reputation  to  which 
they  have  attained.  A  detailed  report  of  their  condition  will  be 
submitted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee, 

Much  labor  and  substantial  material  (stone  chips)  has  been  laid 
out  on  the  highways  the  past  year,  by  which  they  have  been 
greatly  improved  in  several  sections  of  the  town,  and  we  doubt  not 
will  prove  in  the  end  a  more  economical  and  satisfactory  expendi- 
ture than  the  application  of  the  material  heretofore  more  generally' 
used. 

We  have  caused  guide  posts  and  guide  boards  to  be  erected  and 
maintained  at  all  places  throughout  the  town  the  past  year,  where 
in  our  opinion  they  have  been  needed,  and  the  public  convenience 
required. 

The  Collector  of  taxes,  with  his  usual  promptness,  has  settled 
with  the  Town  Treasurer,  the  full  amount  of  taxes  committed  to 
him  for  collection  the  past  year.
